Patriotism Best Security Hope Says Brucker 


Cannot Base 
Entire Faith 
on Machines 


Secretary Speaks 
For Ike At Tomb O f 
Unknown Soldier

WASHINGTON (IB—Army Secre­ 
tary Wilber M. Brucker said today 
the myth that national security 
can be manufactured in the labor­ 
atory or the machine shop "can 
lead to nothing but disaster." 
He called for a revival of patri­ 
otism. 
"Tlie safety of America and 
American ideals,” Brucker said, 
“depends upon the indomitable 
spirit of millions of other Ameri­ 
cans—in and out of uniform, in 
every walk of' life — willing to 
stand up and be counted for Amer­ 
ica, and take the hard road for 
the sake of their country.” 


THIS IS NO TIME for cynics 
snd 
"self-satisfied 
sophisticates 
who think they know aU the ans­ 
wers," he said. 
Brucker spoke at Memorial Day 
.ceremonies in Arlington National 
Cemetery, resting ground of the 
Unknown Soldier. He represented 
President Eisenhower at the lay­ 
ing of the presidential wreath on 
the Tomb of the soldier "known 
but to God.” 
Mr. Eisenhower planned to re­ 
turn to Washington during the 
morning from a one-day visit to 
his Gettysburg, Pa., farm and 
work in his White House office for 
the remainder of the day. All 
pther 
government

were 
closed for the holiday. 


BRUCKER SAID that “Today 
America has a greater need than 
ever before for men and women 
Who are proud to, be Americans, 
men and women who think In 
terms of what they owe their 
country owes them.” 
He said the “hydra-headed Com­ 
munist conspiracy” now threaten­ 
ing the United States “is more 
than is military threat. It is the 
menace of a diabolic and insidi­ 
ous ideology of hate and deceit 
and intellectual perversion which 
saps men's moral stamina, im­ 
poverishes their minds, and de­ 
stroys 'heir souls.” 


THE AMERICAN people, he said 
“should not be lulled into a false 
sense of security that there Is any 
easy way short of blood and sacri­ 
fice” 
Brucker warned that "democra­ 
cy is always an unfinished work,” 
that its permanence is never guar­ 
anteed by past achievement. 
In a speech at Portland, Me., 
Undersecretary of the Navy Thom­ 
as S. Gates. Jr.. urged that the 
United States maintain military 
forces which would be so strong 
that would-be aggressors would 
not dare attack us.

Traffic deaths mounted slowly 
on the nation's highways today, 
and a National Safety CouncU 
spokesman 
said the total was 
about that of a normal Wednesday 
in May. 
A United Press count from 6 
p.m. EDT yesterday untU nocn 
EDT 
today 
showed 
35 
traffic 
fatalities in the nation, two drown- 
ings, and four in the miscellanous 
category for a total of 30. 


I L L I N O I S TURNED in the 
worst holiday traffic record, with 
five persons kuled in two acci­ 
dents. 
Three mea were killed 
in two accidents. Three men were 
killed when their car spun la the 
air and crashed near Litchfield, 
and two more were killed when a 
train hit their car near Streator. 
Four teen-age boys were killed 
near Abbeville. La., last night and 
a fifth critically hurt when their 
auto struck a concreta culvert. 


California reported three traffic 
deaths. 
Ned H. Dearborn, president of 
the National Safety Council, said 
the total so far was "about keep­ 
ing pace with a normal non-holi­ 
day Wednesday at this time of 
year." 
The National Safety Council had 
predicted that 110 persons would 
die by midnight in the first big 
motoring holiday of the year. That 
would be 40 more deaths than the 
70 normal for a Wednesday in 
May. 
The weather was warm in most 
of the nation, but violent storms 
and tornadoes crackled in the 
midlands, possibly holding down 
the number of cars on the road 
The Weather Bureau reported 
numerous report] of tornado fun­ 
nel clouds and unconfirmed tor­ 
nadoes in Kansas, Missouri, Okla­ 
homa and the northern Texas pan­ 
handle. A church under construc­ 
tion 
was levelled at Amarillo, 


Tex , and hailstones the size of 
turkey eggs battered the Hereiord, 
Tex., area. 


STATE AND LOCAL POLICE 
mobilized their forces to make the 
one-day holiday a safe one on the 
highways. Their hopes were bol­ 
stered by the fact that the holiday 
falls in the middle of the week 
and not on a weekend, when mo­ 
torists 
would 
plan 
longer and 
more hazardous trips. 
In many states, highway police 
leaves and days off were cancel­ 
led. Connecticut national guards­ 
men manned 42 jeeps and three 
helicopters to keep an eye on mo­ 
torists and guardsmen also helped 
out in other states. 
An aerial spotting s e r v i c e 
watched the roads for jam ups and 
trouble spots in the Chicago area. 
Their information was relayed to 
a radio station which broadcast 
news on congrestion and alternate 
routes to motorists in their cart. 


Pope Cancels All 
Audiences Due 
to Slight Illness 


VATICAN CITY (tB-Pope Pius 
XII's doctor Qoted "disturbances" 
in the Pontiff's circulatory system 
today and planned to give him an 
elect rocarriogram test as a pre­ 
cautionary move. 
Prof. Riccardo Galezzi-Lisi. the 
80-year-old Pope's physician called 
on him this morning and persuad* 
ed him to suspend all audiences 
until further notice. 
Responsible Vatican sources said 
Galeazzi-Lisi planned to call in 
specialists for a consultation if 
tonight's test shows that "anything 
is wrong!" 


VATICAN QUARTERS empha­ 
sized, however, that there was no 
cause for immediate alarm. The 
atmosphere of the Vatican itself 
was completely calm. 
It was understood that Galeazzi- 
Lisi first noted the reported cir­ 
culatory 
disturbances 
during a 
routine physical checkup two days 
ago. 
Since then, Vatican sources safd 
the Pope has become fatigued by 
worry, overwork and the sudden 
rush of summer heat to Rome. 
The slight weakness was accom­ 
panied by a sore throat which per­ 
mitted the Pope to carry on with 
a general audience for 10,000 pil­ 
grims in the Hail of Benedictions 
this morning, but forced him to 
cancel plans to address them as 
is his custom. 


President Prays 
in Empty Church 
for Soldier Dead 


WASHINGTON Itp — President 
Eisenhower on this Memorial Day 
went to a virtually empty church 
to offer silent prayers for divine 
guidance and to memoralize the 
dead of American wars. 
The President worshipped at St. 
John's Uopal Church «cross La­ 
Fayette Square from the White 
House. 
Mr. Eisenhower was accompan­ 
ied to the silent prayer service 
by 
Treasury Secretary 
George 
M. Humphrey, defense secretary 
Scharles E. Wilson, and Air Sec­ 
retary Donald A. Quarles. 
When Mr Eisenhower issued his 
proclamation designating this as 
Memorial Day. he also asked that 
it be a day of national prayer. 


Record Gasoline Tax

Photo-Finish Race 
In Florida Proves 
Nothing, Is Belief

WASHINGTON (IB — Presidential 
primary returns from Florida to­ 
day gave Adlai E. Stevenson an 
inconclusive, photo-finish victory 
over Sen. Estes Kefauver. 
In nearly complete results from 
Tuesday’s vote, Stevenson appar­ 
ently won 22 of the state's 28 dele­ 
gate votes at the Democratic na­ 
tional convention. But the popular 
vote was much closer. With a 
total vote of over 400,000. Steven­ 
son’s statewide margin was about 
10,000. 
Both Stevenson and Kefauver 
already had moved on to Califor­ 
nia where they are matched next 
Tuesday in the last and most im­ 
portant of their series of presi­ 
dential primary contests. 


THE VIRTUAL STANDOFF in 
Florida gave added importance to 
California's winner-take-all prim­ 
ary for 68 national convention 
votes. Defeat in California will be 
virtually fatal for the loser, Vic­ 
tory will keep the winner’s hopes 
alive but will fall far short of 
assuring him the Democratic pres­ 
idential nomination. 
On the GOP side of tha Florida 
primary. 
President 
Eisenhower 
had no trouble capturing the Re­ 
publican delegate votes. 


IN ANOTHER STATE primary 
contest Tuesday, Kentucky Demo­ 
crats renominated Senate Demo­ 
cratic whip Earle C. Clements by 
a wide margin over former Rep. 
Joe Bates. 
Thruston B. Morton, former as­ 
sistant secretary of state and for­ 
mer House member, won the Re­ 
publican nomination over two op­ 
ponents to oppose Clements in the 
election next November. 
In Florida, Stevenson needed a 
bigger victory than he won to 
touch off any bandwagon rush 
among Democrats. He has been 
making a steady but unspectacu­ 
lar 
comeback 
since 
Kefauver 
handed him an almost disastrous 
defeat in the Minnesota primary 
March 20.

Speediest Field 
Starts on Time 
at Indianapolis 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind. (lB-Thirty- 
three multi-colored raoe cart, all 
qualified at more than a two- 
miles-a-minute speed, roared away 
in the 40th annual 500-mile Me­ 
morial Day auto race promptly at 
11 a.m. EST today. 
It was the fastest field to start 
the raoe in speedway history, 
qualifying at an average speed 
of 142.507 miles an hour. A throng 
of more than 150,000 was In the 
grounds when the race began. 
The sky was overcast, the air 
humid, and the temeprature in the 
high 70'* as the race began. Light 
rain fell during the early morn­ 
ing. But the track dried complete­ 
ly before the starting bomb. 

Miami, who had 
the third fastest qualifying speed 
and started in the middle of the 
front row, grabbed the lead going 
into the first turn and was 50 
yards in front of Pat Flaherty, 
Chicago, and Pat O'Connor, North 
Vernon, Ind., the other two front 
row starters.

C. Legg, who said surface means 
of transportation would not work

Legg also called for construct-,, 
Ing a multiple-lane highway to

Senate, w orn o ut after 13 soUd 
hours of debate, early today 
passed a $37 billion bill au th o r­ 
izing the blgest highw ay pro­ 
gram in th e naM on’s history.

BEN. ALBERT CORE, D-Tenn, 
chief sponsor of th e long-range 
Senate bill, predicted th e Joint 
Com m ltte w ould p ut together 
th e best features of both bills. 
The House b ill carries a $51.5 
billion price tag. 
T he chief difference to be 
w orked o ut on conference is the 
m ethod of d istrib u tin g to the 
sta te som e $35 billion proposed 
in both hll'r. for an in terstate 
netw ork Of superhighw ays. The 
m odern highw ays w ould link 
m ost sta te cap itals and th e n a ­ 
tion ’s m ajor cities. 


BOTH THE HOUSE an d Sen­ 
ate versions agreed su b sta n tia l­ 
ly on boosts in gasoline, tire, 
truck an d other highw ay user 
taxes to foot p art of th e road 
bill’s cost. T he tax Increases 
w ould cost th e average m otor­ 
ist ab o u t $8.80 per year. 
The b ill calls for a 13-year 
construction program . B ut the 
S enate added an am endm ent 
w hich could stretch it o u t to 16 
years.

Navy Says U.S. Weii Along 
on Man-Made Moon Hans 


SAN FRANCISCO Wl—The United 
States is “quite well along" in its 
plans for launching a man m ade 
moon to circle the earth but there 
is still a chance that the project 
could fail, the Navy said today. 
Captain A. B. Metsger, deputy 
chief of Naval Research, gave that 
assessment of the earth satellite 
vehicle program in a speech to the 
Aviation Writers Association at its 
annual convention here. 
The United States plans to fire 
12 artificial moons into space dur­ 
ing the 1957-58 International Geo­ 
physical Year with the hope that 
a considerable number will stay 
in an orbit and whirl around the 
globe at 18,000 miles an hour. 
Metsger said that to succeed 


with the satellite project this coun­ 
try will have to go beyond pree- 
ent limits of engineering knowl­ 
edge in many fields. 
He said that successful launch­ 
ing of a tiny satellite of earth will 
not mean that manned space flight 
is just around the comer. 
‘ 
He pointed out that the payload 
of the three-stage rocket will be 
very small. The satellite itself will 
be boosted into space by an 11- 
ton combination of rockets, yet it 
will weigh about 20 pounds

Furthermore, 
he's one ofthose who often reacts strong­ 
ly to what he reads, underlining pass­ 
ages and jotting marginal notes. 
Naturally, we aren’t talking here of 
the formal government documents, con­ 
gressional bills and the like which any 
President must read of necessity. Nor do 
we speak of the more informal daily in­ 
telligence summaries planted on his 
desk by top agencies. 
The interest is in what Mr. Eisenhow­ 
er does to inform himself beyond the 
compulsory level on the state of the 
country and the world, and what he 
does to extend his knowledge of other 
times and places.

According 
to 
Newsweek 
he 
gets 
through eight newspapers a day and 
reads a couple of general news maga­ 
zines as well. Now and again he takes 
the time to dip into the Congressional 
Record to see what the lawmakers are 
thinking. 
, 
That effort alone ought to win him half 
a dozen oak leaf clusters from the Amer­ 
ican Library Association.

‘ Ike” has a lot of the standard liter­ 
ary classics on his shelves, but not much 
is said on how often he takes one down. 
As for lighter fare, his aides maintain 
he turns to Westerns mostly to change 
the pace. And he is said to have little 
taste at all for detective yarns. 
Mr. Eisenhower’s critics undoubtedly 
would still insist th et his public utter­ 
ances, formal or otherwise, show sur­ 
prising gaps in information they think 
a President ought to have.

However th at may be, this look at his 
reading suggests that he is far from the 
superficial skimmer some would paint 
“ him. He seems not only to seek out the 
printed word, but to take more than 
ordinary delight in it.

He told 
the engineers that one of tha 
agency's latest responsibilities is 
"to keep the President advised 
about the desirability of acceler­ 
ating public works construction." 
Following are highlights from 
the transcript of General Brag- 
don's significant comments: 
“ You m ay not be fully aware 
of the magnitude of public works. 
Last year they amounted to more 
than $12,000.000.000. That is about 
three per cent of the gross na­ 
tional product. 
Of this huge to­ 
tal,- $9,000,000,000 was for state 
and local public works and tha 
balance for federal works. 
"There are 4-odd federal agen­ 
cies engaged in public works. 
There are 109.000 state and local 
or quasi governmental entites en­ 
gaged in public works. 
This i* 
a vast and constantly-growing 
field. The reason for that ia that 
great volumes of public works 
that are needed had to be defer­ 
red by World War II and the Ko­ 
rean war. 
It is estimated these 
state and 
local public works 
alone amoun( to more than $200,­ 
000,000,000. 
"The backlog of public works, 
exclusive of m ilitary, in which 
the federal government is direct­ 
ly concerned is over $80.000.000.­ 
000. 
Three-fourths of this is in 
the major water resources field; 
namely, navigation, flood control, 
watershed management and irri­ 
gation. 
At our present rate of 
public works construction it will 
require upwards of 24 years to 
catch up with presently-estimated 
requirem ents.”

Burglaries were down from seven 
In 1955 to two this year, with 
the** crim e* committed by a sus­ 
pect, believed to be a boy in his 
teen*, operating in one of the trail­ 
er courts on the reservation. 
Misdemeanors were down with 
thefts over *50 dropping from 22 
te 1». and those under *50 drop­ 
ping from 20 to 22. Drunk arrests 
were down from 20 to 21. 
Kettmann reported a sharp in­ 
crease in arrests for vagrancy, 
with eight picked up in April of 
1K3. ‘"Ote department is making 
an effort to keep the community 
clear of vagrants, when they ean 
he Identified and properly charg­ 
ed.” he explained.

alone'’ 
crispness, 
wash and iron the petticoat. 
When 
it is completely dry, spread 
it 
flat on a table and rub undiluted 
prepared liquid starch into it with 
your hands. 
Dry the petticoat by pinning It 
to parallel clothes lines not more 
than 12 inches apart, making sure 
the portion of the petticoat pinned 
to the line is on the straight 
of 
the m a t e r i a l . Allow it to dry 
thoroughly. 
If drying the petti­ 
coat outdoors, select a day 
that 
isn't windy. 
Another method Is to use gela­ 
tin. 
Soak one package of gela­ 
tin in one cup of cold water. 
Dis­ 
solve with just enough hot water 
to wet the garm ent by dipping 
Dry the petticoat in the same m an­ 
ner as outlined above.

"I underline ths word practices 
because everyone connected with 
ths member institutions has been 
exposed to sufficient rumors and 
circumstantial evidence to realize 
that practices were not uniformly 
consistent with the code." 
The athletic director said ths 
most important aspect of all the 
sanctions imposed is the effect on 
the athletes. 
"This is realy tragedy and one 
which I fervently hope will be re­ 
considered by the presidents and 
the conference when all institu­ 
tional reports have been consid­ 
ered," Johns said. 


"IN THE LIGHT of recent dis­ 
closures and intimations of other 
possible disclosures about irregu­ 
larities at other member institu­ 
tions. it seems that the Council of 
Presidents must take positive ac­ 
tion if we are to avoid a continu­ 
ing fiasco in the conference." 
Johns denied that he or anyone 
else at UCLA had specifically an­ 
nounced star passer Ronnie Knox 
would be eligible next fall. Knox 
claimed he didn't receive "under 
cover" payments and could not be 
affected by a year's suspension 
invoked against all UCLA squad 
members. 
UCLA recently was fined nearly 
$95.000 for making alleged illegal 
payments to athletes. The confer­ 
ence also set the ineligibility at 
one year for each player on the 
1955 frosh and varsity squads ex­ 
cept for those proving they did 
not accept extra money.
